The Manitoba Trio was established in 1984, and is the trio- 
in-residence at the School of Music of the University of 
Manitoba in Winnipeg. The trio presents a series of 
concerts each year in the School's Eva Clare Recital Hall, 
and has also performed in such centres as Calgary, 
Princeton, and Chicago. Having developed an extensive 
repertoire which not only reflects its interest in 
contemporary music, but also includes standard piano trio 
literature, The Manitoba Trio has commissioned and 
premiered a number of works by such composers as Michael 
Matthews, Quenten Doolittle, Bruce Carlson, and Diana 
McIntosh. 


In January of 1986, the ensemble gave the first Canadian 
performance of Claude Debussy's recently re-discovered Trio 
in G Major and presented the Chicago premiere a few months 





later. This work was subsequently recorded and is available 
through the U of M School of Music. 


The Manitoba Trio is currently in the midst of a tour of 
Ontario and the northeastern United States. Two tours 
during the spring of 1988 will be centred in British 
Columbia, and in Wisconsin and Illinois. In addition, the 
trio has been invited to perform at several European music 
festivals during the summer of 1988.

Quenten Doolittle, born in New York State, has taught at 
the University of Calgary since 1960. He holds degrees from 
Ithaca College, Indiana University, and the Eastman School 
of Music. In 1965, in the midst of an active career as 
soloist, conductor, and principal violist with the Calgary 
Philharmonic, he began composing. He subsequently studied 
composition with Luigi Zaninelli and John Weinzweig, and 
has written over 35 works, including two operas, orchestra 
and chamber works, songs and solo pieces. He has received 
commissions from such organizations as the Calgary Regional 
Arts Foundation, Stratford Festival, and Theatre Calgary. 
Mr. Doolittle was recently commissioned to write a one-act 
opera which will be produced at the Banff Centre next 
March. 


Scenes for Trio was commissioned by The Manitoba Trio and 
premiered in 1985. Of this work, the composer has written: 


"Music and sound created for a production of Euripedes' The 
Trojan Women at the University of Calgary early in 1985 
inspired this chamber work. The first scene is built around 
two highly charged themes, originally written for 
Cassandra. The second is more atmospheric, evolving from a 
very quiet opening, and evokes the character of Andromache. 
The third is a transformation, from chaotic outbursts to a 
melodic apotheosis through a_ series of variations, and is 
reminiscent of the inner struggles of Hecuba, Queen of 


Troy."
